' to dea was ſo opportunely prevented, for three days afcer this happen'd, ar- 


riv'd tome Engliſhmen from Mergiz, who knew nothing of this matter, yer 
affirmed, That in-cthe Offing of this Barr, they ſaw Forty Sayl of Mallay Yel- 
ſels. plying ro Windward, whereas not one had gone out from hence, and there- 
fore it's fuppoled they had been Cruiſing on the Coaſt, to expe this aid 
Captain with an Account of their Succeſs on ſhoar, and that then the appoint- 
ed time being expired. and the time of Engliſh Shipping to arrive at hand 
doubtfull of a Diſcovery of the Plot a-ſhoar, they were returning homewards. 
A Third Party of theſe Hacaſſers ro rhe number of One Hundred gr therea- 
bouts, with their Prince at the Head of them, ſtood* upon their Defence in 
their own Camp, to whom the King after his return hither from Levo, was 
leaſed ro.make a tender of Pardon, provided they would lay down their Arms 
bo' perhaps expeRting by this his unlooke for Clemency, to arrive at the diſ- 
cavery of all tuch ill-afteCted Siawmers,as poſſibly might haye more then a fin- 
ger inthis Conſpiracy, bur this gracious offer of his Majefty had not the de- 
Uga'd effe ; for about the 10th, of this month, the ſaid Prince attended by the 
whole Crew of deſperate Votaries, all arm'd with Creaſes and Launces, 
went to the Pallace Gate : whence he ſent word to his Majeſty, That in the 
ſenſe of his lace Error, and reliance- on his Royal word, he was come tg 
ask his Majefties Pardon, and promiſe a peaceable. demeanour fox 
the futyre; and to that end deſired admittance to. throw - himfelf 
at his. Majefties Feet, To which he was anſwered, That the Pofture he then 
was in, did not correſpond with his pretences, but if he would. fi:ſt ſurrender 
bis Arms, and Command his Attendants todo the like, his Majeſty would rea- 
dily giapt him liberty to come into his Preſence, and confirm the Pardon he 
had already on that condition offered them 3 whereupon the Prince perempto- 
rily replied, he would never be guilty of ſo ba!ea Submiſſion as required the 
parting with their Arms; adding that he was not unſenfible of an approaching 
great Storm : But, ſays he, tell the King, / am like a Great Tree, well Rooted? 
and (ball be «ble to endure any ordinary Shock ; but if the Storm comes ſa Yo; 
lently on that I canuct longer ſtand it, he may be Aſſured my fall will not bewith- 
out. the rune of much under wood ; and fince 7 cannot be ſuffered to ſpeak ta the 
King with my Arms, if he has any further buſinef with me, he knows whert to 
me at my own Houſe. wha 

All Reſearmeat of theſe daring Expreſſions was ſeemingly ſmother'd, and'it 


_ wasthoughr molt convenient to lull him into Security, by ſuffering him for 


thatrime to depart without taking any further gotice of it ; tho” all poſſible 
Preparations were with great privacy made to reduce him by Force. Rad ac- 
coxdingly the Lord Pheslkon 1n Perſon, accompanied with Sixty Zuroptens, 
baving firſt in the Night blocke up the ſmall River, and fo furrounded the: 27s 
<ſſers Camp with about two Hundred of the Kings Galleys and Boats, that they 
could not poſſibly fly, on Tweſdsy the Fourtecath, Inſtant at break of day gave 
Order far the Onſert, intending firſt 16 haye fired down all the Houſe 
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before them, that ſo they might force- theſe Skulking Enemies ty an opeh 
Fight, who otherwiſe would have the qpportunicy of Murdering all that 
came. near them, and yet keep themſelves unſeen : Bur alas! the Raſhneſfs 
6f {ome of the Chiet Egropeans hurried them onat once, to the breach of Orders 
and their owa Deaths, and that without any damage tothe Enemy ; For Cap- 
tain Co#fes, and by his Example and Command, ſeyeral others Landed before 
theirtime on a ſmall Spor ofa dry point, where'the Macaſſers, c're they could 
welllook about them, ruſhing out of the Houſes diſpatcht one Mr. vey, 
newly arriv'd on the Herbert, and forced the reſt to take the Water again, 
in which haſty Retreat, Captain.

There was no_ Quarter given to a» 
ny Mzcaſſers in this days Fight, ſave only the Princes Son, a Boy of about 
Twelve Years, who atter his Fathers fall came on unadauntedly with his 
Lance preſented at his Lordſhip ; bur drawing within reach, and perceiving 
his Lordſhip ready in the like poſture to entertain him with his Lance, his 
Heart failed him, {othat he caſt away his Weapons, and threw himſelf at 
his Lordſhips Feet, who received him with all Courteſy, and brought him 


unbound to his Majeſty. The next day what Men or Women remained, 


( for many of the latter were burnt in their Houſes with their Children)” 
were taken Priſoners by the Siewmers, And thus cads the Story of the Hs- . 
caſſers wich theis Lives: Bur whether the Conſpiracy, whereia they were 
concerned, will end with them, is very much to be doubted. -
